IRAPUATO (Mex.) Dec. 25.— 
The conviction is slowly forming 
here that the government does not 
want to take Guadalajara by storm 
which it is now fully in position to 
do. Guadalajara, after Mexico 
City, is the largest and wealthiest 
and most important city in Mex- 
ico. To bombard it would cause 
great loss of property and life. As 
the rebels are intrenched they 
could offer determined resiatance. 
Guadalajara is now virtually in a 
state of siege with an iron ring 
around it. Within a few weeks it 
will begin to feel the pangs of 
nunger.

This variance 
amounts to as much as three hours 
difference in the time of high and 
low water and is said to be ex- 
plained only through the existence 
of an Arctic continent which has 
never been discovered, owing to, 
the fact that the area in which it 
might be located has never been 
traversed. 

“There is much scientific data to 
be obtained from a survey of the 
air currents of the Arctic regions, 
according to leaders in this field of 
scientific investigation. And that 
this scientific data may be turned 
to practical uses is strongly indi- 
cated. In recent years there has 
been evolved the theory that the 
upper air currents of the Arctic 
have an indirect effect on the 
weather which we experience in 
| temperate latitudes. These condi- 
|tions in the upper air strata: can 
only be studied by aircraft and a 
thorough knowledge of them may 
lead to far-reaching and important 
results as regards weather predic- 
tlon aver a tlarge area of the 
Northern Hemisphere. 


WEATHER DATA 
“Commercial air routes over the 
Arctic are practicable today if we 


jana take the word of explorers 


and men who have spent a great 
part of their lives in. the Arctic. 
As regards distances, certainly the 
Arctic routes for air travel repre- 
sent a great saving over any other 
possible lanew of travel. between 
the lands in the Northern Hem- 
isphere. 

“An air line over the Arctic be- 
tween England and Japan repre- 
sente a saving of approximately 
one-half the distance which muat 
be negotiated through the temper- 
ate zones between these two coun- 
tries.

Moroccan Bayonets Are Law; 
Germans Are Odsted

SPIRE varian Palatinate) 
Dec. 25.—The Christmas season 0 
1923 will be marked MH history in 
this forgotten valley as the zero 
houn of national existence. Though 
100 separatist shock troops and 
“ministers” under the direction

Metz, French commander in the 
Palatinate, are governing the pop- 
ulation of 1,000,000 Germans, the 
prisons are overflowing and every 
day brings new expulsions of those 
not willing to pledge allegiance to 
the new government. 

In the streets of the old towns 
in the Palatinate, Moroccan sol- 
diers, ranging from coal black to 
delicate cream color, maintain or- 
der at the point of bayonets, while 
posters announce that the popula- 
tion must begin paying regular 
taxes to the separate Palatinate re- 
public on New Year's Day or suf- 
fer the consequences~imprison- 
ment or expulsion from the home 


WORS THAN RUBR 
Condtions in the Palatinate are 
almost Mmcredibly worse than those 
in the Rhineland and the Ruhr. A 
careful investigation during the 
past week, with full consultations 
with responsible French authori- 
ties, shows to what extent the 
Palatinate has suffered through its 
inaccessibility. While the glare of 


world has been directed on the 
Rubr and Rhineland, the French 
here have openly forced a repub- 
lic on the people by the bayonets 
of 20,000 negro troops, while every 
official maintaining his allegiance 
to Germany has been driven 
across the R:u.ine or thrown into 


il. 
a De Metz not only admitted 
his part in the movement, but bold- 
ly justified it, saying: 
“France does not ask America 


what she does in Panama or Mexi- 
co. Why should America worry 
what we do in the Rhineland?” 

The entire movement here—hap- 
pening almost without the know!- 
edge of the world in genéral—was 
completed in the past four weeks 
with machine-like efficiency, the 
Moroccan soldiers first disarming 
all the German police and officials. 
imprisoning them in public bulld- 
ings and declaring a curfew, keep- 
ing the people inside their houses 
by rings of bayonets In the streets. 


REPUBLIC FORMED 

Then the separatist three-ring 
circus moved in without bloodshed 
and a proclamation was posted an- 
nouncing independence from Ger- 
many. Heinze Von Oehm, a gen- 
eral, but formerly a small peasant 
from a Village near Kaiserslautern, 
was proclaimed President of the 
republic on November 11. 
The Cabinet consists of Ove min- 
sters, only one of which is a na- 
tive of the Palatinate ~—Herr Biey 
himeelf.

THANK AMERICA 
Thousand Sickly Children 
Chant at Operahouse 


Millions of Destitute Have 
Unhappiest Christmas 


Like Number of Profiteers 
Squandering Money 


?

(BY CABLE-—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BERLIN, Dec. 25.-—“We thank 
the American Santa Claus.” 

This phrase, spoken by 1000 
starved and sickly children at the 
operahouse yesterday, emphasized 
the fact that they spoke for hun- 
dreds of thousands of Germans. 

In addition to those fed by 
American charities there were 
scores of thousands of mail bags 
with food gifts brought over on 
board the American liner George 
Washington. 

About 15,000,000 Germans are 
celebrating their happiest Christ- 
mas since the war began. About 


15,000,000 are undergoing their un- 


happiest Christmas. The rest are 
unchanged. This is due to the al- 
10st miraculous economic change 
o Germany during the last three 
nonths. Instead of being a shaky 
and revolutionary coyntry with 
everyone scared and with marks 


jbecoming more worthless every 
iday, the Germans seemingly are 


becoming quite optimistic. 


ORANGE IS 30 CENTS 
This is the fret Christmas since 
the war that millions of Germans 
have had anything to spend. Al- 


though prices here are double and 


triple American prices, the Ger- 
mans are squandering their renten 
marks which have a gold parity. 
It is nothing for these Germans to 
buy pots of begonias at from %5 
to $25 and eprigs of holly for $3. 
They pay 38 cents each (for 
oranges; $7 for pineapples, and 
$20 for silk shirts. 

These buyers are previous 
hoarders of dollars and pounds; 
the junkers, rich peasants and 
money speculators. 


WEALTHY GIVE NO AID 

The other 15,000,000 who are 
suffering worse than ever are 
those who lost everything, while 
the first 15,000,000 profited by 
their misery. Today the former 
lot are refusing to do anything for 
the latter who are appealing to 
America for charity.

TOKIO, Dec. 25.—Large im-

Japan next ydar as the h crop 
estimates show a poor yield. Ac- 
cording to the Department of Ag- 
riculture and Commerce, the crop 
will be 280,060,000 bushels. The 
53,000,000 population of Japan 
consumes 327,500,000 bushels of 
rice annually, and a heavy short- 
age of the crop generally affects 
business and industry. . 

The controversy between Yoko- 
hama and Kobe as to which city is 
to be the premier eilk exporting 
center still is being waged, but 
with less acrimony than marked 
the earlier stages of the situation 
that followed the destruction of 
Yokohama port facilities by fire 
and earthquake. 

Government officials 
favor the re-establishment of - 
kohama as e premier exporting 
center. Bardn Den, head of the 
Department of 
Commerce, has insisted that 
attempt to put Kobe in Yoko- 
hama'‘'s former place must be stud- 
jed most carefully, as Kobe has 
drawbacks as the chief port of ex- 
port for silk.

Cur- 
rency of every kind has been 50 
dear to the hearts of Congreas- 
men that they never could bear 
to eliminate any of the old forms 
when the)» have added new ones. 

The visitor from China will find 
that good coin is current in chis 
country and that silver dollars are 
curren’ and iegal tender in the 
payment of all debts, public and 
private. He will find dimes, 
mckeis, cents, quarters and half 
dollars are the subsidiary coin in 
present use. That is ail simple 
enough. it is just beyond that, 
the complications begin. As a 
subsutute for gold there are gold 
certificates or warehouse receipts 
igsued by the Treasury which say 
an equivaient in gold coin has 
been deposited in the Treasury and 
will be paid to the bearer on de- 
mand. This is legal tender. There 
are also silver certificates, “re- 
ceivable for customs, taxes and all 
pubLe dues and when so received 
may be reissued.” This author- 
ization for reissuance raises a 
query. The amount of silver cer- 
tificates iy limited. Anyone in- 
terested can look up the limita- 
tions and the reasons. By the

but. death intervened before the address 
could be delivered. The manuscript of that 
address has been found among his private 
papers and has been published. The warn- 
ing which it sounds is even more applicable 
at this time than when it was written. New 
England is taking the lead In the movement 
for the abolition of high and unnecessary 
taxation, just as it did in the abolition of 
slavery. 

President Coolidge has elaborated the 
doctrine that Gov. McCall preached and is 
making a heroic effort to carry it into ef- 
fect. Gov, McCall warned against indirect 
taxation, which has been defined as “getting 
the greatest amount of feathers from the 
goose with the least amount of squawking.” 
And he sounded a still graver warning 


against the menace to American institu 


tions to be-found exorbitant taxation.’ 
He cited notable instances of nations once 
great and powerful that passed into decline 
in which their decadence could be traced in 
a large part to excessive tax levies. He 
wrote that “The hilltops of Italy are stud- 
ded with splendid ruins” of institutions that 
fell into decay because “the impositions 
of government grew so steadily that the 
produce of industry was not enough to pay 
taxes.” Citing other instances, he con- 
cluded: 
I do mot think we appreciate how 
diy taxation affects not merely 
the prosperity of a nation, but the char- 
acter of its institutions. Exorbitant 
taxation hag often lain at the founda- 
tion of destruction of States and of 
civilisation ftself. Governmental extrav- 
agance and a jack of intelligent financ- 
ing have overthrown more than one 

mightyhation. 

All the Buropéan nations that engaged ip 
the great war are faced by appalling tas 
burdens. England is striving to pay out, 
with the result that the per capita Federal 
taxation is three times that of this country, 
Ruésia. repodiated all her war debts. The 
French government, while not repudiating 
formally the French debt, has made no ef- 
fort to pay ber foreign creators. And it 
has shrunk from levying taxes sufficient to 
balance the interior budget, with the result 
that French debt is several billion dol- 
lars than at the close of the war.
